Heavy Industrial Equipment has been put in in place of Petroleum <Sc 
Chemical Equipment since the former includes the latter plus such 
things as punps, compressors, etc. Plant Operations has been ex- 
cluded as describing the fimction of a particular individual rather 
than an independent section. A section on Metallurgical Machinery 
has been added to complete coverage. Anti- friction bearings do not 
warrant a separate section; this is a narrow area i4iich can be 
covered by one man#

Comments ; The terms Turbine and Tiachinery have been eliminated; they are 

included in the proposed Electri^cal Machinery and Apparatus category. 
The term Electronics has been split into its two component parts - 
one section concerned with Electronic Apparatus and the other both 
with Electrical and Electronic Components. A Telecommunications 
Equipment section has been added to complete coverage. The term 
Technical (or Electro Technical) Machinery is not sufficiently pre- 
cise and has been eliminated in favor of the four part breakdown now 
proposed.

Engineering Equipment in order to make clearer the nature of the 
ite/ir. covered (i.e.. Corps of Engineer material). 
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
